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Preface 


This book is, unfortunately, incomplete. By its very nature a book such as this has inaccuracies 
and holes. I want to share what I know, so that others can help me fill in the holes. I’m hopeful 
that people will share family records such as bibles and letters which will provide missing dates, 
places and people. It is possible that some of my conclusions may be refuted. The goal here is to 
get to the root of all these Thompsons. 


The book first discusses Thompsons of Wythe and Bland Counties in general. It explains some 
comparison work I did to determine which was the real Andrew Sr. Then, Andrew and each of 
his eight children are presented. Other potential descendants of Andrew are discussed. 
Appendices provide transcriptions of some unpublished source material, and a descendancy listing 
showing the entire descendancy of Andrew known to me so far. 


A problem of any book is where to draw the line. I have elected to provide as much detail as 
possible about each of the children of Andrew Sr., and their children where known. Generations 
beyond this are listed with lesser detail in Appendix B. 


My sources are many, but primarily public records of Wythe and Bland counties. Additionally the 
research of others has shaped my conclusions. My maternal grandmother Doris Thompson 
Harris visited the area in 1976 and obtained information which I have used as a basic structure for 
these families. I have also had many rich contacts with distant relatives who have provided me 
invaluable information and insight. In some cases I have provided transcripts of these sources. 


References are provided in a short form within the text. The bibliography provides both the short 
version for matching, and a full version for complete reference. I wanted the source to be clear in 
the body of the text, but wanted to take as little space as possible. Pushing the detail to the 
bibliography allows me to be more liberal with the wording of the short version and still assure it 
is distinguishable. 


As you might expect in research such as this, there are many facts but there are even more 
assumptions and conclusions. Most of the conclusions in the book are mine. In some cases they 
have been proposed by others first, and I have adopted them as reasonable. I have tried to be 
clear about my confidence of various conclusions, yet I am the first to admit there are very few 
absolutes with this family. Again, one of the very reasons for this book is to seek out additional 
facts, so that these conclusions can be proven or disproven. 


Most chapters start with the conclusions, then provide the facts upon which they are based. 
Analysis and logic are presented to show how the conclusions were arrived at. In most cases, the 
assumptions are listed in order of most certain to least certain. Finally (in most chapters) 
unanswered questions are listed along with suggestions for further research. 


Many decisions about the format and scope of the book have been made because of my 
background in computers and my grewth as a genealogist. At the risk of boring you, I will 
provide a little detail, because it explains why I have done things the way I have. 
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Computers are both a hobby and my profession. Genealogy started as a minor hobby. In 1987, I 
obtained the Personal Ancestral File program and started computerization of my records. 
Suddenly the tedium of paper management -- the part I hated about genealogy -- was replaced by 
a wonderful organization of data. Connecting individuals into marriages and families was 
familiar, logical, and almost second-nature to me because of my computer training. The computer 
seemed to have unlimited capacity for data, and it fueled my enthusiasm for Genealogy. 


I never imagined I would write a book. To me books were static, unchanging, and out of date the 
moment they were published. Computers, on the other hand, represented the promise of instant 
retrieval and updates. I'd rather have taken a chisel to stone than to write a book. 


I wanted this information to be available to as many people as possible. But computers were still 
inadequate as a distribution method. Many of the genealogists and historians I wanted to review 
the data did not have convenient access to computers, so electronic distribution was not the 
solution. The solution was a book. 


My concern with distributing a book is that the data remains incomplete. I don't want people to 
take the contents as absolute truth, but rather my best analysis of what is currently known. | 
worry that guesses and assumptions made in this volume will come back to haunt me later. My 
worst nightmare 1s someday having to refute my own conclusions; and having this document 
given more credence because it is "published". 


I have done a number of things to make this a "living" document. Each page has a date affixed, 
showing the date of the last change. The entire content is kept in electronic form, so the most 
current version can be sent at any time. I also hope to make the document available on the 
Internet sometime in 1995. 


There have been some minor tradeoffs. Most source detail is provided in the form of transcripts, 
rather than pictures or photocopies of originals. My computer struggles to manipulate images. 


On the other hand, the full listing of Andrew Thompson’s descendants would have been very 
tedious and error prone without the processing of the computer. I used some specially written 
programs to take the information directly from my data base and format it for Appendix B. 


It is possible that by including a descendancy listing, I open myself up to privacy issues. If there is 
any offense caused by the listing, I beg your indulgence. Such was not the intent. 


I hope you find the document useful. I encourage you to write me if you see the data differently, 
or have additional information. I also welcome requests for digital copies of my current database.

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Chapter 1: The Thompsons of Wythe and Bland 


About 1782, Andrew Thompson and his young family settled in the Walker Valley, a section of 
current day Bland County (an area of Virginia which belonged to Fincastle, then Montgomery, 
and later Wythe County before Bland was formed.) For more than three generations, they 
remained in this local area, separated certainly by the rugged Southwest Virginia mountains, but 
also perhaps by ancestry, education, income, and other social measurements. 


Andrew, his children and grandchildren can be distinguished from other Thompsons in nearby 
regions because of this locality in the early 1800’s. They are the only Thompson lines to remain in 
Wythe during this period. As will be discussed in Chapter 1], they have no apparent connections 
to the Thompsons in nearby Tazewell County. 


Almost suddenly in the 1860's, the trail of Andrew’s descendants becomes muddled and thinned 
out. Some children marry and move to nearby counties. The county boundaries change making 
Walker Valley part of Bland County. The Civil War takes its horrible toll on lives and property. 
But these reasons alone do not explain the rapid thinning of the Thompsons. There must have 
been migration of much of this family to more distant pastures. Indeed, at least one branch of the 
family migrated to West Virginia, another to Missouri, and another to Tennessee. 


There has been very little published research about these Thompsons. Not only is research 
sparse, the public records on this family are also somewhat scanty. 


In an effort to focus in on this family, in 1991 I made a comparative study of all the records about 
Thompsons in Wythe known to me. Using the family structure provided by Harris [Harris, 1976 
notes] and the probate records of Andrew Sr. [Wythe Will Book #6], I listed all the Thompsons found 
in Wythe Census records for the 1810, 1820, 1830, 1840 [Douthat, Wythe Settlers], and 1850 
censuses [Wythe Census 1850]. This is shown in Table 1, which starts on page I-5. 


From the study, a picture of Andrew and his family begins to emerge. There is a clear parallel 
between the probate records and the censuses. All of Andrew Sr.'s children are found in the 
Wythe censuses; very few other Thompsons are found in Wythe until 1860. 


We can make the following observations from the study: 


1. Comparison of each family at each 10-year census shows the ages and sexes of the 
children remain consistent. This shows that, regardless of whether they are Andrew’s 
sons, they are the exact same seven families: Andrew Sr., John, Andrew Jr., Francis, 
Amos, Bryant, Joseph. These names match the six sons listed in Andrew Thompson's 
probate records. (Also present in the 1810 & 1820 censuses are John Helvey and Charles 
Havens, the spouses of Mary Thompson and Nancy Thompson, respectively.) 


2. Comparison of all other Thompsons in the Wythe area show there are no other 


Thompsons with the same first names. (The exception here is an Andrew which appears 
in 1840).

3. The ages of the families clarify which of the two Andrews is father Andrew. This is 
confirmed by the 1830 census calling him Andrew Thompson, Sr., and the younger is 
designated as Andrew Thompson, Jr. in 1820. A family relationship is clearly indicated. 
It further clears some confusion about the Andrew Thompson (who married Joanna 
Devor) found in the 1850 census aged 42. This Andrew is too young to be Andrew Jr., 
rather he is quite possibly Andrew III. 


4. The study indicates that all 6 of the sons were still alive in 1843 when father Andrew's 
estate was settled. This is consistent with the recorded probate records which also show 
all of the sons still living. 


5. The ages of the sons are consistent with the ages of the parents. Further, the ages of 
the two sons remaining home in 1810 match directly with the families of correct name that 
appear in 1820. 


6. The fact that some of the sons do not appear in some years of the Census can be 
reasonably overlooked since they appear consistently in all the other years. Censuses have 
been known to miss families, and this appears to be one of those instances. 


This strong correlation between the probate records and the censuses leads me to conclude that 
these are indeed Andrew and his children. It has served as a framework for my research, and is a 
major foundation of this book. As more information about the family has come to light while 
producing this book, it has strengthened this conclusion. In contrast, I have found no evidence 
which shows otherwise. 


The children of Andrew settled close to family. This strong locality of the children of Andrew 
leads me to believe that Andrew Thompson and family may have been the only Thompson line to 
settle and remain in Wythe County; and that virtually all the other Thompsons in Wythe between 
1820 and 1850 are related to him. The early censuses show many grandchildren who are 
unaccounted for. They must live somewhere. At least some of them must have settled in Wythe, 
too. Even using all of the known Thompsons in Wythe, there are not enough Thompsons to 
account for all of Andrew Sr.'s grandchildren. 


The singularity of the Thompson line 1s supported by [Bland History, pg. 160] which states: “There 
were twenty-seven of the name of Thompson, all descended from Andrew of Revolutionary fame, 
who were in service in different companies from Bland County in the late [Civil] war.” A listing 
of these Thompsons is given in Chapter 11. 


Those few Thompsons who appear in Wythe in 1810 (e.g. Benjamin Thompson) that are not one 
of Andrew’s six sons are too old to be Andrew’s descendants. These Thompsons are most likely 
from the far northern areas of old Wythe, which became Tazewell County, and apparently belong 
to one of the other Thompson lines found in nearby counties. These other Thompson lines are 
discussed in Chapter 11.

In light of the strong family ties shown by Andrew’s descendants, it is even more puzzling why 
the branches become so thin by 1860. Myrl Thompson [Thompson, Visit 1994] suggests that the 
family’s greatest possession was the land they lived on. They were closely tied to the land, 
making an existence by farming and hunting on it. If there wasn’t sufficient land, they would have 
moved to a place where there was. Traditional Irish custom was that land stayed in the family, 
and was given to one or two children as an inheritance. As an early settler from Ireland, Andrew 
would have tried to keep the family land in as big pieces as possible. Some of the children may 
have moved on because there was no land inheritance for them. Others may have waited until 
after Andrew died in 1843, only then feeling free to sell their land, something which might have 
offended Andrew while he was alive. 


The following chapters will detail what we know of the first three generations: Andrew, his 
children and grandchildren. A chapter is devoted to Andrew and each of his eight children. 
Chapter 1] discusses other Thompsons in the area, and the probabilities of their ties to this family. 
A listing of all currently known descendants is found in Appendix B.

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Chapter 2: Andrew Sr. and Ann Thompson 


Andrew Thompson "came to America from Ireland in colonial days, and fought for American 
independence in the Continental Army." [Bland History, pg. 164]. Andrew would have been born 
between 1750 and 1760, evidenced by his recorded age of 70-80 in 1830, and 80-90 in 1840 (see 
Table 1). 


Andrew is first placed in the Wythe County area in 1774 (Somers, Annals of Southwest Virginia], in 
what was Montgomery County at the time. He was an Ensign in the local militia. His rank is 
typical for a young man of his early twenties, which matches our suggested birth range. 


Andrew then became an Ensign in the Continental Army. [Spencer’s Regiment, Continental Troops] 
Myrl Thompson's research shows only one Ensign by the name of Andrew Thompson in the 
Daughters of the American Revolution records [DAR Record 590408] [Thompson, Letter 8 Dec 1993]. 
This Andrew was born in 1750 and married an Anne. Thompson concludes, and I agree, that it 1s 
the same Andrew. 


A bnef outline of Andrew's military service follows [Spencer's Regiment, Continental Troops] 
[Thompson. Letter 8 Dec 1993]: 

- Sergeant Ist NJ, Dec 1776. 

- Ensign Ist NJ, 3 Apr 1777. Col. Oliver Spencer’s Regiment, Continental Troops (foot) 
- Taken prisoner at Brandywine Creek, PA, 11 Sep 1777. 

- Exchanged, 17 Dec 1780, from Long Island, New York. 

- Retired with rank of Lieutenant, 1 Jan 1781. 


The dates in the records are not quite precise. The date of Andrew’s commission is shown as |] 

Apr 1777 in a book of Congressional settlements for war veterans, 3 Apr 1777 in a list showing 
“Arrangement of Captains and Subalterns in the Regiment Commanded Oliver Spencer”, 7 Apr 
1777 on a Field and Staff Muster Roll at Stony Point 24 Dec 1780. 


Andrew’s pay as an Ensign was $20.00 per month. 


Andrew married Ann (also called Nancy) in 1775 [Harris, 1976 notes]. She was born between 1750 
and 1760. Her age is recorded 70-80 in 1830, and 80-90 in 1840 (Table 1.) Ann was a native of 
England [Bland History, p 160]. 


Andrew and Ann settled in Wythe County, Virginia in 1782, apparently nght after Andrew's 
retirement from the military in 1781. Andrew appears on the 1810, 1820, 1830, and 1840 
censuses. Andrew Jr. appears to have been born in 1781/1782 in Virginia [Wythe Census 1850]; 
timing that matches quite nicely with the 1781 retirement. 


The children of Andrew and Ann are as follows: 


John Thompson b. 1775/1776 
Andrew Thompson b. 1781

There are three main sources for these children. 
1. Harris [Harris, 1976 notes] lists exactly these eight children. 
2. Exactly these eight children are found in the probate records for Andrew (discussed below). 
3. Comparison of Thompson families in Wythe County 1810-1860 supports these same eight 
children. (Chapter 1.) 


Andrew died in 1843. He left no will, dying intestate. Wythe County Will Book #6, pages 69-70, 
contains an inventory of his estate. Andrew Thompson and Bryant Thompson are named 
administrators of the will. On pages 373-376 [ibid.] the settlement of the estate is completed: "It 
appears that the whole amount of the Estate which came into the hands of the administrators is 
$3429.51 and the amount of charges against the Estate is $470.87, leaving the amount of Estate 
subject to distribution $2958.64 to be equally distributed among eight distributees, cash share 
being $369.83." Disbursements are then shown for six of the eight distributive shares: "John 
Thompson, a Distributee 369.83; Francis Thompson, a Distributee 369.83; Amos Thompson, a 
Distributee 369.83; Children of Mary Helvey Deceased, Distributive Share 369.83; Charles 
Havens and Nancy his wife, Distributive Share 369.83; Joseph Thompson, a Distributee 369.83." 
There 1s no record that Andrew (Jr.) and Bryant Thompson get their shares, but the amount that 
is unpaid is exactly equal to their two shares. I assume that since they were administrators, and 
had the balance of the Estate settlement funds, they paid the other children and kept what was 
left, which would have been their two shares. 


The probate records suggest that there are no additional children of Andrew besides the eight 
listed. This conclusion is based on the treatment of the children of Mary Helvey, who is deceased. 
If there were other children of Andrew, they would have received similar treatment. 


\, .lle the probate records make the names of the children clear, it does not state their ages or 
their place of residence. If we accept the families in the Wythe Censuses as the sons of Andrew, 
as suggested in Chapter 1, then the order of the children can be compiled by comparing sources:

These children will each be the subject in the next eight chapters. When it aids clarity, I may refer 
to father Andrew as Andrew Sr., and his son as Andrew Jr. However, there is no evidence that 
they actually used these names themnsdives. The only recorded use 1s in the 1820 census for

Myrl Thompson has studied the military service of Andrew and the land records which mention 
him. He reconstructs the time line of Andrew’s life between 1750 to 1800 this way [Thompson,

Thompson’s timeline neatly fits the birth information from censuses and the compiled birth order 


presented previously. 


Andrew’s military service away from home from 1777 to 1780 explains the 


time lag between John’s birth in 1776 and Andrew Jr.’s birth in 1781. (I had originally calculated 
Andrew Jr.’s birth in 1780, but Myrl points out that because Andrew was a prisoner until Dec. 
1780, that Andrew Jr. must have been born in 1781.)

As shown on the time line, Andrew obtained 398 acres in 1782. This land parcel was on Walker 
Creek near Point Pleasant. [Thompson, Letter 28 Mar 1994) In 1783, he had the area surveyed and 
took delivery of the first 100 acres. Its location appears to be between the third and fourth 
bridges, some 3 miles east of Central Church on County Road 604 near Point Pleasant, as is 
shown in Figure 3. This first land purchase is important because it proves the earliest known year 
of Andrew’s residence in Wythe. 


In 1785, he had another survey of the land made, this time for an additional 113 acre plot from the 
398. These were delivered on Sept. 12, 1785. The original 398 acres was apparently first Samuel 
Piercefield’s original Treasury warrant. Piercefield later assigned it to Robert Fristoe, who later 
assigned it to a Cunningham, who later assigned it to Francis McGuire. McGuire was the one 
who sold the land to Andrew Thompson. [Thompson, Letter 28 Mar 1994][Thompson, Letter 13 Nov 1994]

In the late 1790’s Wythe County was heavily involved in public road improvements. On 13 Aug 
1799, a “bridle way” was “opened from the foot of Cove Mountain to Andrew Thompson’s.” 
[Somers, Annals of Southwest Virginia, pg 1371]. Cove Mountain is just North-East of Wytheville. A 
map from the 1860’s shows two roads that go from Wytheville, past Cove Mountain and over 
Walker Mountain to Walker Creek. One road goes to the present-day town of Bland, the other to 
Walker Creek several miles East of Bland. [Thompson, Letter 16 Jan 1994] Myrl Thompson 
comments: “Bridle ways were basically improved paths, cut high for riding horseback. To get to 
Walker Creek from Wytheville, you would have to cross Little Walker and Walker Mountain. A 
bridle way makes more sense than a road.” [Thompson, Letter 8 Feb 1994]. In 1994, I visited Wythe 
county with a copy of the 1860 map showing what must have been this bridle way. I was told by 
someone local to the area that the only route to Walker Valley besides Interstate 77 was “Old 
Cove Road” (Route 603). I was also advised that I'd need a four-wheel drive to make the 
journey by that route. 
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Andrew and Anne are buried somewhere in Hoge’s Chapel Cemetery in Bland County. A visit to 
the cemetery shows no stones with their inscription. However, on the north side in the center, 
there are two adjacent, badly-weathered stones, one with a spire, one of granite. Beside each of 
these stones 1s a D.A.R. (Daughters of the American Revolution) marker. The markers are also 
weathered to the point that they cannot be read. But this tells us something, too. The marker 
used by the D.A.R. is made of aluminum and plastic, with about 5x7 inches of area for text and a 
spike to place it in the ground. The materials weather relatively faster than headstones, become 
unreadable, and eventually fall apart. Myrl Thompson estimates these markers are more than 10 
years old, since they are not legible, and less than 30 years old, since they are yet intact. 
[Thompson, Visit 1994] The D.A_R. submission for Andrew was finalized in 1974 [DAR Record 
590408]. Since these are the only two graves with D.A.R. markers, it seems quite likely that they 
are the graves of Andrew and Ann. A diagram of Hoge’s Chapel Cemetery is shown in Figure 4. 
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Figure 4: Hoge’s Chapel Cemetery diagram. (Adapted from Myrl Thompson diagram, 1994) 
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John Thompson ts the oldest son of Andrew and Ann Thompson of Wythe County Virginia. He 
was born in 1775/1776. John's position in the family 1s supported by [Harris, 1976 notes] and by the 
probate records of Andrew Sr. Census records provide a birth date range of 1770-1775, 
however, as Myrl Thompson points out in his time line (Chapter 2), John was most certainly born 
between 1775, when his parents marned, and 1777, when his father was taken prisoner. 


The conclusion reached in Chapter 1 was that study of 1810, 1820, 1830 and 1840 censuses 
reveals a single John Thompson who meets the age and birth order of our John. The other Johns 
are assumed to be his son and nephews. 


John was married twice, first ca. 1805 to an unknown woman, and second on 10 Aug 1815 to 
Mary (Walker) Montgomery, the widow of John Montgomery. 


Very little is known about the first wife. Their marriage is assumed to be about 1804, since there 
are two small children at home in 1810, but could have been as early as 1800. The census 
indicates the wife is 16-26 in 1810. Therefore, she would be 10-20 in 1804. In 1800, she would 
be 6-16. So it is possible their marriage is as early as 1800. This first wife died between 1810 
(where she appears in the census) and 1815 when John remarnied. 


John's second wife, Mary Waiker, born 1780/1790, was the daughter of Adam Walker. They 
married 10 Aug 1815 [Wythe Marriage Registry, pg 9]. Mary is assumed to have preceded John in 
death, since she is not mentioned in his will. This places her death between 1840 and 1848. 


John died in Oct/Nov 1848. His will is dated 14 Oct 1848, and presented 13 Nov 1848. [Wythe 
Will Book #6]. 


The children of John are (as will now be reconstructed):

The will of John Thompson (transcription provided at the end of this chapter) provides names for 
eight children, in the following order: Nancy Thompson, John Thompson Jr., Bnant Thompson, 
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Andrew Thompson, Preston Thompson, Crockett Thompson, Matilda Thompson, Elizabeth 
Thompson 


Reconstruction of John's family structure is immediately complicated by John’s second marriage 
to a widow. The ballooning of the number of children living with John in 1820 suggests that there 
are children of the first marriage, step-children coming with the second marriage, and new 
children from the second marriage. There is further confusion caused by the apparent death or 
disappearance of some children between the 1830 census and the 1840 census. 


The will of John provides little help, here. The structure of the will takes care of most important 
business first, rather than by birth order, as is often the case. In this will, the children could be 
grouped by age, by spouse, or neither. I assume that step-children are not included in the will, 
both because it doesn't seem to be the practice, and because there are no Montgomery names 
listed. Indeed, there are more than enough children born to John before and after 1815 to account 
for all eight children listed in the census. Of course, there is nothing to prevent the legal adoption 
and name change of children, but I have not observed this custom during that era. 


If we try to assume that the will is in basic order, and allow only that John Jr. is listed out of order 
because he 1s mentioned in connection with land that is being given to Nancy, we have the 
following order: 


Nancy Thompson 
Briant Thompson 
Andrew Thompson 
John Thompson Jr. 
Preston Thompson 
Crockett Thompson 
Matilda Thompson 
Elizabeth Thompson 


The key to this family is to find the ages of children! It is also significant that the female children 
are listed in the will as being Thompsons. This means that they either remained single, which 
seems to be the case with Nancy, or they marned another Thompson, which 1s the case of 
Matilda. 


Here is a reconstruction of the family, starting with the surest conclusions and expanding from 
there: 


Matilda 


Matilda Thompson was married to Harvey Thompson, 5 Mar 1844 [Wythe Marriage Registry]. This 
is Clearly the right Matilda, since the marriage record shows bond posted by John Thompson, and 
Matilda is listed as a Thompson in the will (since she married a Thompson, her name is still 
Thompson). 


The 1850 Wythe County Census shows [Douthat, Wythe Settlers, pg 146]: 
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Family 1584 THOMPSON, Harvey 29 M laborer; Matilda 27 F; Levi 5 M; John 3 
M; Pheby 1 F. 


This is clearly the correct Harvey and Matilda. This will be reinforced by other children in a 
moment. From this we know Matilda's birth, 1823. We also know conclusively (since she was 
born after 1815) that she is a child of Mary (Walker-Montgomery) Thompson. 


Harvey may have been a son of Francis and Phoebe Thompson. This possibility is discussed in 
Chapter 5. 


John Jr. & Nancy 


John Sr.'s will [Op. Cit.] provides a valuable piece of information about both John Jr., and Nancy. 
The will bequeaths John's 41 acres of land to Nancy, but notes that John Jr. is currently residing 
on it. 


The 1850 Wythe County Census has a Family 1585, that neatly matches the information in the 
will. There 1s a John Thompson (age 30) living with a Frances (age 19) and a Nancy (age 35) 


[Douthat, Wythe Settlers. pg 14c]. 
Family 1585 THOMPSON, John 30 M; Frances 19 F; Nancy 35. 


In the census, Nancy 1s specifically out of order, showing she is not the spouse of John. Since 
Frances 1s not mentioned in John's will, and is too young to be a step-sister from the early John 
Montgomery family, she must be a wife. (There is an outside chance that she is Frances J. 
Thompson, daughter of Francis Thompson. That Frances, who married Hiram Groseclose in 
1854, can't seem to be found in the 1850 census with her father. I have always assumed it was 
something to do with names, such as J. standing for Jane or that Frances was hired out. She 
would have been 14 in 1850 according to her marriage record. It is possible that she was living 
with John Jr. in 1850, he being her cousin. However, there is a five year difference between the 
ages that must also be explained.) 


The evidence of an older Nancy living with an apparent brother John is quite convincing of itself, 
but even greater proof comes by observing that this family lives nght next door to sister Matilda. 
Even better, two houses away lives Andrew Kitts, a witness on John Sr.'s will. 


From this, we calculate the birth year of John Jr. to be 1820, and that of Nancy to be 1815. We 
also conclude that John Jr. is definitely a child of Mary, and that Nancy could be of either 
marriage. 


In the 1860 census, we again find a Nancy living with a John Thompson: 
Family 1257 THOMPSON, John L. 44 M; Nancy 60 F; 


However, in 10 years John has aged 14 years and Nancy 25. One might discard this as a different 
John and Nancy just based on the ages, however the combination of an older Nancy living with a 
younger John fits so exactly that one has to wonder. There are no other examples in 1850 of a 
Nancy living with a John. I have observed other examples where ages were 5 years off census to 
census (e.g. Archibald and Mary Thompson, son and daughter of Andrew Jr.; compare 1850 and 
1860 censuses). So probably this is the same John and Nancy Thompson, but some part of the 
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age data 1s not accurate. In particular, for Nancy to be 60, she would have been born in 1800, 
before any of John’s other children. Yet there are no female children listed at all with John in the 
1810 census. I estimate, at the outside, Nancy is 50 in 1860. 


This second record of John and Nancy makes John's birth year range from 1816/1820. He is still 
definitely a child of the second marriage. Nancy's birth year now has a range from 1810/1815. 
This increases the likelihood that she was born to the first spouse. 


While we're looking at John Jr. & sister Nancy, there is one other record that should be 


mentioned. In the 1850 census, there is another John Thompson {Douthat, Wythe Settlers, pg 145]. 
Family 1566, John 21 M; Elizabeth 34 F; Mahits SPRINKLE 8 F; Stephen 
SPRINKLE 6 M; 


This John is interesting because he is so young and there is an Elizabeth living with him. Our John 
had a sister Elizabeth, whom we have not yet identified. Elizabeth could have been living with 
John. However, it seems obvious that this John has married a widow Elizabeth Sprinkle, and this 
Is proven by a marriage record of a John Thompson marrying an Elizabeth Sprinkle 13 Sep 1849. 
If this was our John and our Elizabeth, he would be marrying his sister. Even more so, if we 
accept this, then we must find some other Nancy Thompson to fit the bill in 1850. No, the 
evidence is much more conclusive that the John with Nancy living with him (family 1585) is John 
Jr. 


Preston 


The most obvious choice for Preston Thompson is the Preston who lives nght next door to 
Matilda, John Jr., and Nancy in 1850 [{Ibid., pg 146]. To my knowledge, this is the only Preston 
Thompson in Wythe in the time frame of the 1848 date of John Sr.'s will. 


Family 1586 THOMPSON, Preston 42 M laborer; Sarah 52 F; Lockard (?) 10 M; 
Henry 8M. 


However, Preston's age 1s 42, making his birth date 1808. Preston would then be one of the 
children listed in the 1810 census, and a child of the first marriage. 


This conclusion has serious effects on our reasoning from this point on, because it means that the 
order in which children are listed in the will is not age based; nor can it be marriage based since 
Preston (from the first marriage) is listed in between John Jr. and Matilda (who are from the 
second marriage). In other words, if we accept this Preston as our Preston, then we can assume 
nothing about the order of children in this will. This makes it very difficult to lock in on the 
correct Andrew Thompson. 


Even so, the name Preston is sufficiently unique in Wythe, that this seems to be the only 
conclusion. 


Preston is not found in the 1840 census. 
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Crockett 


There is only one choice for Crockett Thompson, that is family 1310 in the Wythe County 1850 
Census [Wythe Census 1850, pg 637, family 1310): 


1310 THOMPSON, Crockett 38 M Farmer; Mercy 40 F; Matilda 16 F; George 14 M; 
Minerva 12 F; John 10 M; Caroline 8 F; James 6 M; Henry 4 M. 


This makes Crockett's birth year 1812, and a child of the first wife. Once again, it shows John's 
will to be in no particular order, since Crockett is between John Jr. (b. 1816/1820) and Matilda (b. 
1823). Crockett would have married Mercy in 1832/1834. 


Crockett is also found on the 1840 Census. Here it seems clear Crockett has no older children 
than Matilda. 


Briant 


So far, I have only found records of two Briants (or Bryants) in Wythe. 
1. Bryant Thompson, son of Andrew Sr. b. 1797, md. Barbara. Family 1623 in the 1850 census. 


2. Bryant Thompson Jr., who lives next to Bryant (1). Almost certainly son of Bryant (1) 
because of the Jr. and the proximity to his father. 


Neither of these can be used as Briant, the son of John. Bryant (1) is certainly the son of Andrew 
Sr., aS mentioned in the will. Brvant Jr., must have a father named Bryant. 


The Brant we are looking for has perhaps moved to another county, or was missed somehow by 
the census. He is not found in the 1830, 1840, or 1850 census. Yet, he is apparently still alive in 
1848 at the time of his father’s will. He could have been living at home or he could be in a 
separate county, or he could have passed away between 1848 and 1850. 


Andrew 


There are two Andrew Thompsons of Wythe County who could be the son of John. All other 
Andrews are the wrong age, or clearly belong to another family. 


Andrew (1808) and Joanna Devor 
Andrew Thompson (b. 1808) and his wife Joanna are found in the 1850 Wythe Census. [Wythe 
Census 1850, page 560, family 789]. Douthat has the same family, but records the wife's name as 
Jamima [Douthat, Wythe Settlers. pg 101]. 
789 Andrew Thompson 42M 
Joanna 41F 
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Matilda 19F 

Jezreel 16M 

Lucinda 13M 
Andrew (1800) 


The second Andrew 1s 50 years old with the occupation of clerk in the 1850 Census [Wythe Census 
1850, pg 448, family 12}. The name 1s a little hard to read. Douthat transcribes the name as Birdine 
[Douthat, Wythe Settlers, pg 55, family 2]. He is also found in the 1840 census, with age listed as 40-50. 
Apparently he never married. 


John’s Andrew and Andrew’s Andrew 


Andrew Thompson Jr.’s family also needs an Andrew, as will be seen in the next chapter. Not 
only must the Andrew we select fit well into John’s family, the one that is left should fit into 
Andrew Jr.’s family. We assume that John’s Andrew and Andrew Jr.’s Andrew both remained in 
the Wythe area -- this gives us two Andrews to find. The two Andrews mentioned are not 
connected to any family, and if they fit in, make an obvious choice to fill the open family 
positions. Both John’s Andrew and Andrew Jr.’s Andrew were alive for their father’s probate 


actions in 1848 and 1856, respectively, so unless they moved from the county, we should be able 
to account for them. 


For John’s family, Andrew (1808) is an easy fit. His 1808 birth nicely fits one of the available 
males aged 0-10 in 1810 and 10-16 in 1820. The 1840 and 1850 census show John living only 17 
families away from James Devor, the father of Joanna, whom Andrew (1808) married. 


Andrew (1800) is a harder fit for John’s family. His 1800 birth means his mother was 16 when he 
was born, assuming the census data 1s correct. There have certainly been many mothers at age 16, 
and John was certainly old enough, too -- he would have been 24. However, there is no male at 
home in 1820 of the correct age, nor is there an available Andrew in the 1820 which would show 
him moving away from home. On the positive side, Scottish tradition holds that the first male 
child is named for the father’s father, the second for the mother’s father, and the third male child 
for the father. Even though the Thompsons are Irish, the tradition may also carry here. Andrew 
(1800) would have been the oldest of John’s children, and could indeed have been named after 
John’s father; John Jr. cou/d have been the third male child and named after John, though it 
appears that John Jr. was actually the fifth male child of John. (Whether or not this tradition was 
followed by John, it is clear the other children of Andrew Sr. did not. Amos and Bryant each 
have Andrews, but they are eighth and second child, respectively.) 


For Andrew’s family, Andrew (1808) is another easy fit. John also has open male positions aged 
0-10 in 1810 and 10-16 in 1820. A perfect fit. Andrew Jr. also lives relatively close to James 
Devor, (53 families), although not as close as John. This fact made less meaningful by the 
marriage of James Devor’s daughter Anna to Josiah M. Thompson, the son of Amos. Amos 
lived significantly farther away than either John or Andrew Jr. from James Devor. Andrew (1808) 
would have been the third child of Andrew Jr., putting him in line for being named after his father. 
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Andrew (1800) ts a harder fit for Andrew Jr.’s family than Andrew (1808). The 1800 birth is not 
a problem from the standpoint of Andrew Jr. and his wife, since William was born in 1799. There 
is an available slot in the 1810 census for a male child 0-10. However, there is only one 16-26 
year old slot available in 1820. William must either fill that or have moved away from home in 
1820. Yet, William does not appear on his own in a census until 1830 (see Chapter 4), which 
makes sense since he appears to have married about 1829. With no evidence that William had 
moved from home in 1820, there is no slot open for Andrew (1800). 


In summary, Andrew (1808) fits better in both families than Andrew (1800), but Andrew (1800) 
cannot be ruled out from either family. Perhaps future research will turn up evidence to link one 
of the Andrews, and then we can make conclusions about the other. For now, the mystery is 
unsolved. Even so, I lean towards Andrew (1808) being the son of Andrew Jr., based on a 
circumstantial piece of evidence I will discuss in the next Chapter. Because of this, I currently 
lean toward Andrew (1800) being the son of John. 


Elizabeth 


Elizabeth was either single in 1848, or married to a Thompson. There is no proof either way, so I 
assume single. The only Elizabeth married to a Thompson was the widow Elizabeth Sprinkle (b. 
1816) discussed above. She would have had to marry another John Thompson b. 1829. Either 
our Elizabeth was single at the time of the will, then married in the next two years, or she could 
have married a Sprinkle. There is no way to tell. However, she was not present for the 1810 
census. She was not the female at home in 1840 (because that one must be Matilda), so in 1840, 
she was older than 20. Therefore, her birth is 1810/1820. Therefore, she is most likely one of the 
young females in the household in 1820 census. It is more likely that she was born to the second 
wife, Mary. If she happened to have marned ca. 1849 the year after her father’s death and the 
year before the 1850 census, she could be any Elizabeth in the census.

We know of three children alive in 1810; so far we have only identified Preston (b. 1808) and 
Andrew (b. 1800/1808) to be two of them. There is at least one other male child (b. 1804-1810). 
Most definitely all children of the first wife. 


There are four children under the age of 10 in 1830, all of whom were definitely children of the 
second wife. One female is Matilda. The other one might be Elizabeth. One male could be 
Briant. That leaves one male unaccounted for. (Even if Briant is the missing child from the 1810 
census, we then have two males to be accounted for in the 1830 census.) 


Since we don't know how many children came with Mary (Walker) Montgomery, we cannot make 
strong predictions about the other children. 


Questions and Research 


1. Can we find information about the John and Mary (Walker) Family to shed light on children 
appearing in the 1820 & 1830 census.

I will and bequeath to my daughter Nancy Thompson a tract of land 
containing 41 acres where John Thompson Jr. now resides. I will to my daughter Nancy 
and my son Briant Thompson all my household & kitchen furniture to be divided equally 
between them. I will to my son Andrew Thompson fifteen dollars in cash. I will to my 
son John Thompson Jr. fifteen dollars. I will to my son Preston Thompson fifteen dollars. 
I will to my son Crockett Thompson fifteen Dollars. I desire that my daughter Matilda 
Thompson have fifteen dollars. I will to my daughter Elizabeth Thompson five dollars. | 
gave to my son Bnant Thompson my nifle gun in consideration of what he has received. I 
will to my grand son Asa Thompson fifteen dollars should there be a remainder left after 
each legatee has recerved what J have given them J will and desire that the same be equally 
divided amongst all the above named legatees. And lastly I do hereby constitute and 
appoint my friend Geo. Bogle Executor of this my last will and testament. I hereby 
revoke all other former wills or testaments by me heretofore made in witness whereof. | 
have hereunto set my hand and affix my seal this 14th day of October 1848.

1848. 

This the last will and testament of John Thompson decd. was presented in Court 
proved by the oaths of L. D. Bogle and Andrew Kitts subscribing witnesses thereto and 
ordered to be recorded. And on the motion of George Bogle the executor therein named 
who took the oath prescribed by law and together with Lorenzo D. Bogle, William Hearn 
& Michael Wohlford his securities witness into and acknowledged a bond in the sum of 
$1000. Certified as the law decrees certificate is granted him for obtaining a probate of 
the said will in due form. 


(Difficult to read words in italics.) 
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Andrew Thompson Jr. is the second child of Andrew Thompson Sr. and his wife Ann. He was 
born in 1781, and died in 1856. The 1850 Wythe County Census lists him as 70 years old. It is 
clear that the Andrew Thompson age 70 listed in the 1850 census is Andrew Jr., the son of 
Andrew Sr. by the comparison presented in Chapter 1. (Where it aids clarity, I will refer to father 
Andrew as Andrew Sr., and his son as Andrew Jr.) 


Andrew Jr. was married ca. 1799. This date is calculated based on ages of children listed in the 
censuses. The name of the spouse is not known. She was also born about 1780, and died 
between 1830/1840. 


Harris lists Andrew's spouse as Joanna Devor, and their marriage as 1830 [Harris, 1976 notes]. As 
discussed in the previous chapter, the 1850 Wythe Census lists an Andrew Thompson in Wythe, 
aged 42, married to a Joanna, aged 41. An 1830 marriage would be ideal for that Andrew and 
Joanna. But that Andrew (b. 1808) cannot be Andrew Jr. because of the age of Andrew Jr. in 
previous censuses, and the ages of siblings surrounding Andrew Jr. in the birth order. 
Furthermore, Andrew (b. 1808) and Joanna make a land purchase in 1859, three years after 
Andrew Jr. passed away. Therefore, Harris had incorrect information on this matter. Perhaps she 
made an incorrect assumption about the spouse of Andrew based on the 1850 census already 
noted. In fact, the Andrew Thompson who married Joanna Devor in 1830, is one of two 
candidates to be the son of Andrew Jr. 


The children of Andrew Thompson (Jr.) and his wife are:

Virginia Thompson b. ca 1801 
Andrew Thompson b. 1800 or 1808 
Mary Thompson b. 1804 
Elizabeth Thompson b. 1809 
Archibald Thompson b. 1810/1813 
Francis Thompson b. 1812 

Patton Thompson b. 1813/1815 
Barbara Thompson b. 1819 


Land records after the Andrew’s death in 1856 provide the names of Andrew’s children 
(Thompson, Letter 16 Oct. 1994][Thompson, Conversation 8 Nov 1994]. On May 22, 1857, land titles for 
nine pieces of land on Walker Creek are transferred from Andrew’s estate to Andrew’s children. 
Andrew died intestate [Wythe Will Book #9; Appraisement started 21 Feb 1856, pg 74: Sale Bill, 10 Mar 
1856, pg 75; Settlement 11 Aug 1856, pg 365)[Thompson, Letter 27 Oct 1994). Apparently some of the 
children owed their father more than the others, and Andrew’s son Andrew took his other siblings 
to court. Isaac Leftwich was appointed by the court to divide the land equitably. This has left us 
with a clear record of who the children of Andrew were. It also suggests that there are no other 
children, at least none that lived to maturity. 
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The names of the children and the land transfers that occurred as a result of the equitable division 
are shown below. Page numbers are from [Wythe Deed Book #20][Thompson, Letter 7 Nov 1994]. All 
of the lots are on Walker Creek.

There are some bonuses to the land records -- reference is made to George Snider as the husband 
of Barbara and to Joseph Lambert as the husband of Elizabeth. 


Four of the children sell their interests in the following three years. These land sales give us the 
names of the spouses of three of these sons [Thompson, Letter 16 Oct 1994, p 2][Thompson Letter 7 Nov 
1994] William & Mahaly Thompson sell 31 acres to Archibald Thompson in June 1857. 
Archibald and Polly Thompson then sell their 36 1/2 acres and the 31 acres from William to 
Randolf Waddle in July 1859. Francis and Malvina Thompson also sell their 30 acres to Randolf 
Waddle in August 1859. (It is very likely that Randolf Waddle is related to William Waddle who 
married a daughter of Mary (Thompson) Helvey. The only Randolf Waddle I’ve found living 
nearby is the son of Robinette Waddle. If so, Randolf would have been 28 in 1857.) Patton and 
Elizabeth sell their 26 acres to William Ingram in June 1859. 


With these names and the 1810, 1820, 1830 , 1840 and 1850 censuses in hand, we are able to 
place virtually all of the children of Andrew Jr. 


Mary 


Mary Thompson is still single and living at home in 1850, aged 40. She is one of the females at 
home in 1840, also. After her father Andrew dies in 1856, Mary apparently lives with Archibald 
and his family. She is found listed with his family in the 1860 census, [Douthat, Wythe Census 1860, 
family 997 pg 40] although here her age is listed as 55. She is still living with Archibald in the 1880 
Census, age 76 [Thompson, Letter 11 Dec 1994]. 


Archibald 


Archibald Thompson, his wife and children are all living at home with Andrew Jr. in the 1850 
census. From the 1850 census alone, one might think Polly was a daughter of Andrew, but the 
organization of the census indicates she 1s a spouse, a fact borne out by the 1860 census [Douthat. 
Wythe Census 1860, family 997 pg 40} and the 1857 land transaction to Randolph Waddle. The 1850 
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census lists Archibald’s age as 37, the 1860 census as 50, making his birth year 1810/1813. 
Polly’s age is given as 30 and 42 in the same two censuses, making her birth year 1818/1820. 
The five children are (listed in both censuses): Darthula (F 1841), Liza (F 1843), Winton/William 
(M 1845), Ludena (F 1847), Henry (M 1849). 


Archibald and Polly, together with the same children are found in the 1860 Wythe census. Mary is 
now living with them. It is interesting to note that Archibald ages 13 years, Polly 12, and Mary 
15 years. We observe this same kind of inaccuracy with John Thompson, son of John Thompson, 
and his sister Nancy; they both age five years more than the 10 years between censuses. 


Archibald’s will is dated May 1884 [Bland Wills, pg 444][Thompson, Letter 28 Oct 1994]. The will 
mentions: his wife, Polly; a son, James W.; a son, Henry; a daughter, Ledema Stowers; a sister, 
Mary, who is to be cared for by James W. Thompson; and Paris Peskey, Laura Peskey, and 
Albert Peskey, who are the children of his daughter Darthula and William A. Peskey (or Perkey). 
James is not mentioned in the 1850 nor 1860 censuses. It is possible the W. stands for William. 


Patton 


Patton Thompson and his wife Elizabeth are found living relatively close to Francis and Phoebe 
Thompson in the 1850 census [Wythe Census 1850, family 1546 pg 668]. Here is their family 
structure:

Patton and Elizabeth are found in the 1860 Census [Wythe Census 1860, family 789][Thompson. Letter 
17 Nov 1994]:

There are no other Thompsons named Patton in the area, and he fits in well into the ages for 
children of Andrew. There are a some Pattons in a Thompson line in a nearby county, that of 
James Thompson of Augusta County (presented in Chapter 11). But there is no Patton in that 
line who matches the age nor wife’s name. Further, in 1850, that line is all in Tazewell County. 


I conclude that Patton and Elizabeth are the nght Patton. I have not found records of them in the 
1840 nor 1860 census. 
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Francis Thompson Is easy to identify because of his wife’s name Malvina, shown in the land 


transfer to Randolf Waddle. 


Francis, also known as Frank, was born in 1812 and his wife in 1818. They left Wythe in the 
early 1840's and moved to Logan County, Virginia (which is now Lincoln County, West Virginia. ) 
[Thompson, Letter 8 Dec 1993] They had one male child, Johile, b. 1839, whom they took with them 


when they moved. 


The family structure is as follows [Ibid.]:

The 1860 census of Boone County lists the birth place of Francis and Malvina as Wythe. 
Normally, the 1860 census lists only state of birth, but the diligent census taker in Boone County, 
perhaps misunderstanding his task, listed the county of birth as well. This error is a boon to us, 
since it clearly shows where Francis and Malvina are from and, by looking at the birth counties of 
their children, the approximate year they moved from Wythe. [Thompson, Conversation Oct 16 1994] 


It is most likely that the Francis who appears in the 1840 Census [Douthat, Wythe Settlers, pg 46, (page 
91 of the census)] is Francis (Frank) Thompson. The other Francis, Francis M. Thompson (son of 
Amos Thompson), was not married until 1843. Here is the record of Francis (Frank) Thompson 


and family in 1840:

The 10-15 yr. female in the household was possibly a worker “serving", a common occurrence. 


Elizabeth 


The land records tell us that Elizabeth married Joseph Lambert. Joseph and Elizabeth are found in 
the 1860 census, [Douthat, Wythe Census 1860, dwelling 999]. The information for the family is given 


as follows:

In 1850, Joseph appears to be living with his parents [Douthat, Wythe Settlers, p 144 family 1546]:

From the 1860 record, if we leave out the farm laborers, we see Joseph & Elizabeth, a daughter 
Polly and two other females, who we will assume are related to Joseph, Eliza and Kate. Eliza is 
probably a sister, as is Kate, though less certainly so. Kate was apparently married to an Ory, and 
is now widowed. Joseph, Polly, and Kate (Catherine) are also found in 1850. The Elizabeth 
Lambert listed as 44 in 1850 1s either Elizabeth, the wife of Joseph, or Eliza, the assumed sister of 
Joseph. They cannot be the same person because they both appear in the 1860 census. 
Arguments as to which is which would be futile without more information. 


The identity of Kate’s (Catherine’s) husband may be John Oury, who lived between Andrew 
Thompson and John Thompson on Walker Creek in 1840 with a younger female [Douthat, Wythe 
Settlers, pg 53]. John is aged 50-60 and the female in his household is 20-30. We cannot tell if the 
female was a daughter or a spouse, but she is the right age to be Kate (Catherine). John Oury 
apparently dies between 1840 and 1850, because I cannot find him in the 1850 census. All this is 
very circumstantial, but fits the situation of Kate. In relation to John Lambert, more research 1s 
required to determine whether Kate is a sister, or some other tie to the family. 


William 


William and his family are just two doors away from cousin Crockett, and 7 doors away from 
Andrew Jr. in the 1850 census. William is clearly identified by his wife, Mahaly (Douthat 
transcribes it Malaula), who is mentioned in the land transaction with Randolf Waddle. William 
was born in 1799, making him the oldest child of Andrew Jr. He shows up as the male child age 
10-16 in the 1810 census; then, as a male child age 16-26 in the 1820 census; then, living alone as 
William Thompson age 20-30 in the 1830 census. 


Here is the information for William Thompson and family from the 1850 census [Douthat. Ibid]:

Based on the censuses, it appears William marned between 1820 and 1830. Alexander was born 
in 1830 according to the census. Mahaly would have been 18 in 1829. 


Barbara 


Barbara Thompson’s spouse is clearly identified in the land records as George Snider. They 
married on 7 Oct 1837 [Vogt & Kethley, Wythe Marriages, pg 24]. The marriage record records her 
father as Andrew. A comparison of the 1830 to 1840 census shows that a daughter moves away 
from home in that time. George Snider and his wife are living next door to Andrew Jr. in the 
1840 census, which records the age of both of them as 20-30. This would mean Barbara’s birth 
year was between 1810 and 1820. From her marriage in 1837, we would estimate her birth as 
1817. We find from the 1860 census her birth year is 1819. 


George and Barbara Snider are found in the 1850 and 1860 Tazewell Census [Thompson, Letter 17 
Nov 1994]. They are living in Burkes Garden. Their birth years from comparing the censuses are:

Andrew 


There are two Andrews who can fill the requirements for Andrew the son of Andrew Jr., whom 
we could call Andrew III for clarity (although there is no evidence he ever went by that name). 
These two Andrews are the same two Andrews that were presented in detail in Chapter 3 as 
potentials to be the son of John. All other Andrews in Wythe are the wrong age, or clearly belong 
to another family. 


These two Andrews are Andrew Thompson (b. 1808), who married Joanna Devor, and Andrew 
(b. 1800) who apparently never married. In Chapter 3, I mentioned that since John also had an 
Andrew, if one Andrew fits in the family of John then the other must fit the family of Andrew Jr., 
and vice versa. After comparison, I concluded that Andrew (1808) fits better in both families than 
Andrew (1800), but that Andrew 1800 could not be ruled out for either family. Currently there is 
no way to decide which Andrew is which. 
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One fact that may mean something is the apparent error that Harris made about Andrew Jr. being 
married to Joanna Devor. I explained earlier why I disagree with her conclusion. However, this 
same conclusion is listed by Bertha (Thompson) Albertson in her submission to the DAR [DAR 
Record 590408]. Both Harris and Albertson list Andrew Sr.’s children with Andrew Jr. as the 
seventh child, his wife as Joanna Devor, and the other children in nearly the same order as each 
other and the probate record. It appears to me that Harris and Albertson had the same source for 
their information. Albertson submitted her application in 1974. Harris’ notes are dated 1976. I 
have no indication they ever met. 


The question 1s, how did Harris and Albertson come to this same conclusion? If they got their 
information from someone else, how did their source(s) arrive at that conclusion? Is it possible 
that Harris and Albertson (and their sources) made precisely the same error, just as I did when 
first researching the Thompson family? Or was there some other piece of knowledge or family 
tradition held by their source which suggested that the father of Andrew (1808) was an Andrew! 


Other than Andrew Sr., the only other choice for a father named Andrew who could be the father 
of Andrew (1808) is Andrew Jr. If there is a record showing Andrew’s (1808) father is named 
Andrew, it would mean Andrew’s (1808) father was not John, and we would be able to more 
confidently assign both Andrew (1808) and Andrew (1800). The very coincidence of Harris and 
Albertson both reaching the same conclusion indicates to me that there may be such a record 
someplace. Therefore, 1 have developed a leaning towards Andrew (1808) being the son of 
Andrew Jr., and Andrew (1800) being the son of John. 


Virginia 


Virginia Thompson is the only child we don’t have any other identifying records for. However, 
since we know the approximate births of the other daughters, and since the land records imply 
there are no other descendants of Andrew, we can approximate her birth by comparing censuses. 


The 1810 census shows three females between 0 and 10. We know Elizabeth was born in 1809, 
and Mary in 1804. Barbara was most likely born after 1810, probably closer to 1817. So 
Virginia appears to be the other female born between 1800 and 1810. 


The 1820 census shows two females 10-16 and one female 0-10. Elizabeth would be 11, and 
Mary, 16. Barbara would be between 0 and 10. That would suggest Virginia was not at home at 
that time. If so, it pushes her birth year closer to 1800. I have found no evidence that Virginia 
was ever married. Spouses are mentioned for all the other married children in the 1857 land 
settlement. The fact that no spouse was mentioned and her name is listed as Virginia Thompson 
leads to the conclusion that she was still single in 1857. 
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Francis Thompson was the third child of Andrew and Ann Thompson. He was born about 1783. 
The 1810, 1830 and 1840 censuses together indicate he was born between 1780 and 1784. The 
settlement order of Andrew Sr.’s probate records put him in between siblings Andrew and Amos, 
born in 1781 and 1786 respectively. This narrows his birth years to 1782/1784. The 1850 census 
gives his age as 57. Because the other records are so consistent, I believe the] 850 census to be in 
error, perhaps it should be age 67. Francis was born in Virginia, almost certainly in Walker 
Valley, in what then was Montgomery County. 


Francis was apparently married twice. He was married to Phillipina (Phoebe) Schapley in 1821 
[Wythe Marriage Registry. pg 70 transcript][Kegley. Zion Church, pg. 84]. Phoebe was born in 1797 in 
North Carolina [Wythe Census 1850, Op. Cit.] a daughter of (father unknown) and Julia A. Schapley. 
Harris gives Phoebe's last name as Schapple [Harris, 1976 notes], the marriage record records the 
name Scheply, and the 1850 census records the name as Chapple. Julia A. Chapple, age 99 is 
living with Francis and Phoebe in 1850. It is the presence of Julia Schapley that unquestionably 
identifies this as the same family in the 1830, 1840, and 1850 censuses (see detail, this chapter). 


But Francis also appears in the 1810 census, with a wife and two small children. This is before 
Francis and Phoebe’s marriage year, strongly indicating an earlier wife. The age of the woman in 
1810 is too old to be Phoebe, another indicator of a previous marriage. Nothing is known about 
the first wife, but we can assume they were married 1802/1807, placing her birth year between 
1784/1790. We can also assume she passed away between 1810/1820, since Francis remarried in 
1821. 


The death of his first wife probably explains why Francis is not found in the 1820 census. Either 
he was in another household -- there are many examples of married children, who have lost a 
spouse, that live with their parents or relatives -- or he had temporarily moved away. In the case 
of Francis, we have no evidence of any 37 year old males living with local family. We do however 
know that his second wife was from North Carolina, which gives the second theory more 
plausibility. Perhaps he met her while working in North Carolina. 


The children and family structure of Francis are difficult to reconstruct because of some 
unknowns (but that hasn't stopped us before, has it?) Comparison of the various censuses, 
combined with some marriages provide the following reconstruction:

First, let us consider the 1850 Census. There are two grown children, their families, and a 
mother-in-law living with Francis and Phoebe, in addition to the other children. Census takers 
generally list members of immediate family in order. When someone is out of order, they are 
usually a spouse or child of the immediate family member. Here, we have the supportive record 
of Alexander's marriage record 22 Apr 1849 [Wythe Marriage Registry] which proves that Barbara 
and Mary, listed below Alexander, are his spouse and new child, respectively. The 1850 Census 
would logically be interpreted this way:

So without the grandchildren and the stepdaughter Barbara in the 1850 census, the detail of the 


Censuses 1s clearer.

Chapter 5: Francis Thompson and Spouses 


Johannes (John) 


Johannes (John) Thompson is found in the baptismal records of the Zion Church of Wythe County 
[Kegley, Zion Church, pg. 84]. His birthdate 1s given as 3 Jun 1822, and his christening as 4 Aug 
1822. His parents were Francis Thompson and Phillipina. Kegley suggests that Johannes may be 
the John Thompson who married Elizabeth Sprinkle, although no reason or documentation for the 
suggestion is given. I am not convinced that the 1850 census supports the conclusion. That John 
Thompson ts too young: 21] in 1850. 


Jane, Agness, and James 


It has been argued that Jane Thompson, Agness Thompson, and James Thompson are really 
grandchildren. The primary argument given is based on the fact that Frances would have been 54- 
59 when he sired these children. Although not common, it is certainly within reason. In reality, 
the bigger issue is the age of the mother. Phoebe would have been 40-45; also within reason. I 
would argue that the 1840 records clearly show these young children in the home in 1840; and the 
1830, 1840 and 1850 censuses taken together show an active child-bearing family. 


Furthermore, we have no plausible parents whom they can be orphans of. Alexander is not old 
enough, he would have been 9. Polly is not old enough, she would have been 7. The next option 
is to assume both parents have died, which is a much riskier assumption (lacking evidence) than 
that Francis and Phoebe were just late parents (which we have indications of). No, the census 
order in 1850 clearly suggests they are children of Francis and Phoebe by the way they are listed. 
I conclude that they are indeed children of Francis and Phoebe. 


Alexander 


My only proof that Alexander Thompson is a child of Frances and Phoebe 1s the 1850 census, 
where he and his new bride are living with his parents. Alexander marned Barbara Lambert 22 
Apr 1849 [Wythe Marriage Registry]. The 1850 census records one child, Mary, b. 1850. 


Polly (Wilson) 


Polly Thompson was born in 1830, according to the 1850 census. Support for her being a child 
of Francis comes from her marriage information, which says bond was posted by Francis 
Thompson. She married John M. Wilson on 17 Feb 1848 [Wythe Marriage Registry]. She and John 
had two children as recorded by the 1850 census. Julia Wilson, b. 1848, and Thomas Wilson, b. 
1849. 
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I have not found proof of John's death. Polly appears widowed in the 1850 census, but it is also 
possible that John was away working to earn money. 


Frances J. 


Frances J. Thompson was born 1836, according to her marriage record [Wythe Marriage Registry, pg 
3}. She married Hiram Groseclose on 15 Nov 1854. Hiram, b. 1830, was the son of William and 
Sarah Groseclose. 


Frances's marmage record clearly records her parents as "Francis and Pheby Thompson". This 
proof is helpful, because it is troublesome that there is no daughter Francis J. on the 1850 census. 
Perhaps Jane, aged 13 in the 1850 census is really Frances J. The ages match within a year. 
Maybe the J. stands for Jane, and Frances went by Jane to avoid confusion with her father. 
Currently, I consider these two sisters as separate children of Frances and Phoebe. 


Other Children 


The detail of the Francis Thompson family over the years makes it clear there are other children. 
The will of Francis would be especially helpful, but I have not found it. 


Harvey Thompson 


One possible child of Francis and Phoebe is the Harvey Thompson who married Matilda 
Thompson, the son of John Thompson (see Chapter 3). 


This Harvey and Matilda (Thompson) Thompson were married in 1844, and appear in the 1850 


Wythe County Census [Douthat, Wythe Settlers, pg 146]: 
Family 1584 THOMPSON, Harvey 29 M laborer; Matilda 27 F; Levi 5 M; John 3 
M; Pheby 1 F. 


Myrl Thompson sees Harvey’s age as 27 in the 1850 census. He cites the 1860 census which lists 
Harvey 37, Matilda 37, Levi 15, and John 12. Pheby is not listed. 


Study of known Harveys in the area shows this is not Harvey (b. 1830) the son of Amos 
Thompson (they are both listed in separate places in the 1850 census.) 


It is most interesting that the daughter of Harvey is named Phoebe (Pheby), a distinctive name. 


The child is most probably named after a grandparent (or, less likely, after another relative), 
meaning that either Harvey or Matilda is a child of Francis and Phoebe. Since we know that

Matilda is the daughter of John, Harvey would be the child. (Chapter 3). There is a male child of 
just the nght age, born between 1820 and 1825, who is mentioned in the 1830 and 1840 census. 


1 do not think there is enough evidence to support this conclusion, yet. 


George Thompson 


Another candidate as a child of Francis is George Thompson. George, his wife Polly, and five 


children appear in the 1850 census [Wythe Census 1850, pg 679]: 
Family 1621 THOMPSON, George 38 M; Polly 28 F; Prudy 1l F; Hiram 9 M; 
Crockett 7 M; Rhoda 5 F; Julia A. 5 F; Francis 2 F; Rhoda Heath 70 F. 


The reason I think George is a child of Francis is the names of the youngest two children. Julia A. 
was the name of George’s grandmother. She was still living with Pheobe and Francis in 1850, 
aged 99. Francis was the name of George’s father. We know that George and Polly named 
children for relatives because Julia A.’s twin, Rhoda, seems to be named for the Rhoda Heath, age 
70, who 1s living with them. I’m sure that Rhoda Heath will turn out to be Polly’s widowed 
mother, but I have no evidence of this. 


The early censuses show that Francis and his first wife had one male child under the age of 10 in 
1810. This shows that they were having children at the time. There is no 1820 record I have 
found, so I don’t know if there is a child born in 1812 who could be George. There is no child at 
home in 1830 of George’s age, but he would have been 18, old enough to move out. 


Looking at the other brothers, there aren’t many unknown children of that age. George is not a 
child of John; we know all his children. He is not a child of Amos; we know all his children. 
Bryant is too young in 1812; he is only 15 and Barbara only 14. We think Joseph was 20 in 
1812; he has a male child between 0 and 10 in 1820 that could be 8 and therefore could possibly 
be George. Andrew has two male children born between 1810 and 1820; either one could be 
George. 


So even though it seems likely, based on family names, that George is a child of Francis, there is 
not enough evidence to draw a firm conclusion, since there are other possibilities.

Chapter 6: Amos and Mary (Bruce) Thompson 


Amos Thompson was born in 1786 in Walker Valley, which was in Montgomery County, 
Virginia, at the time. Amos was the fourth child of Andrew and Ann Thompson. 


Amos married Mary Bruce at about the age of 20 [Harris, 1976 notes]. Mary was born in 1787, the 
daughter of William and Annie (Ballard) Bruce [Farr, Ancestral File]. The Bruces came from 
Albermarle, Virginia. 


The children of Amos and Mary are: (Birth source:)

The names of children of Amos are clearly identified in his will [Bland Wills, page 374, 18 Apr 1870 J, 
a transcript of which is provided at the end of this chapter. Both sexes and birth order are nicely 
corroborated in the 1830 census [Douthat, Wythe Settlers], and fit well with other known birth dates 
and marriage records. The birth order is clearly indicated in the will, with the single exception of 
Andrew G., who is mentioned in the first paragraph as being heir to the farmstead. The 1850 
census {Wythe Census 1850, pg 678, family 1608] shows Andrew living with his father on the 
homestead, which corroborates the will and shows his true age. Since the birth dates of Ann and 
Harvey are also given in the 1850 census, and since the order of all other children is given by the 
will, it becomes easy to place Andrew and complete the birth order, as follows:

James Fleming Thompson was born in Wythe Virginia. Later records indicate he was born 23 
Nov 1808 in Bland County. In fact, the borders of the counties changed in 1861, making both 
statements essentially true. 


James married Sarah (Sallie) Hearne, 19 Mar 1835 [Hearne, History of Hearne, pg 585]. Sarah was 
born 24 Apr 1814, the daughter of William and Susannah (Hicks) Hearne, also of Wythe, 


Virginia.

The basic structure of the family was provided to me by Linda Long [Long, GEDCOM]. I have 
since verified the sources through Bland, Wythe and Tazewell public records. Details on sources 
are provided in the descendancy listing in Appendix B. 


Death records tell of a Susan Thompson, b. 1854, who died as an infant. The records state a 
James Thompson was the father. She may belong to this family. (See Baby Susan Thompson, 
Chapter 11). 


Family tradition has long maintained that James F. Thompson, father of David Fleming 
Thompson, and James Thompson, son of Amos and Mary Thompson are the same. Doris Harris 
was told (or concluded) they were the same after discussion she had with a Bruce in 1976 [Harris, 
1976 notes]. In support of this, Netti Schreiner-Yantis [Schreiner-Yantis, Archives of Tazewell, pg 165] 
abstracts the will of George Wagoner, 25 April 1822. George's son, Adam 1s listed as getting 
land on Kimberling Fork. Adam was father of Franklin Wagoner, who was first husband of 
Catherine Y. Munsey, who later married David Fleming Thompson. Executor was William 
Bruce, who was a brother of Mary Bruce, wife of Amos Thompson. Amos is listed as a witness, 
he was the father of a James Thompson. William Hearne is a witness; our James F. Thompson 
married a Sallie Hearne whose father was William Hearne. 


Josiah M. 


Josiah M. Thompson was born in Dec. 1810, in Wythe County, Virginia. 


Josiah married (1) Anna Devor, 12 Nov 1834. Anna was born in 1817. Their children:

Joshua Bruce Thompson is found in the Wythe Census of 1850 [Wythe Census 1850, pg 678, family 
1608]. He is living with his parents, apparently because his wife has died. Here, Joshua's age is 
given as 38, so we can fix his birth year as 1812. The portion of the census record which applies 
to him:

David R. 


David R. Thompson's information is based on his will position, the known birth dates of siblings, 
and confirmed by the 1830 Census. Nothing more is known about David. 
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Francis M. 


Francis M. Thompson lived in Giles. He and his wife Elizabeth are found in the 1850, 1860 and 
1870 censuses [Thompson, Letter 16 Oct 1994]. His birth year varies from 1808 to 1806, depending 
on which census you look at. This fits in well with the ages of his siblings and his birth order. 
Elizabeth Bland was the daughter of James and Ida (Dawson) Bland of Giles [Davis, Giles Census 
1860].

The last two children, Edgar and Alice, are less certain than the other children. They appear in 
only the 1870 Giles Census. [Thompson, Letter 16 Oct 1994]. Their birth years make Elizabeth 44 
and 46 at their births, which is not unheard of. However, they do not appear to belong to any of 
the other children. In 1870, Jane is still home, aged 22, as is William, aged 19. Neither are good 
candidates for parents of the children. Jane marned in 1875. I conclude they are children of 
Francis and Elizabeth. 


John F. 


John F.'s information is based on his will position, the known birth dates of siblings, and 
confirmed by the 1830 Census. Nothing more 1s known about John F. Thompson. 


Elisha G. 


Elisha G. Thompson is found in the Tazewell Census in 1850 [Tazewell Census 1850, pg 462, family 
206].

The will for E.G. Thompson (probated 8 Apr 1892) is found on [Bland Wills, page 483]. It mentions: 
a son Martin L. Thompson, a daughter Ollie Wiley, grandchildren who are children of 
(presumably deceased) Samuel E. Thompson, and a son Marian A. Thompson. 


All three of these records, along with supporting information from descendants make it clear this 
is the same family. The will shows both Martin L. and Samuel E. are sons of the same Elisha.. 
The family bible of Ruby Stowers at Rocky Gap says that Elisha was married to Elvira Hick, and 
lived at Clear Fork. Ruby told me he lived “Up on the mountain, above the church at Sunny 
Point, 3 miles from Rocky Gap,” which is at Clear Fork. Ruby comes from Elisha’s daughter 
Ella Ollie, who married Newton Jackson Wiley (also of Clear Fork). The bible says Ella Ollie had 
a brother named Martin, who moved to White Gate (Giles), later dying 11 Nov 1939. At the 
Presbyterian Chapel in White Gate, there 1s indeed a gravestone for Martin Thompson 1856- 
1939. The death years match exactly, and the birth year fits quite well too. 


James Jackson “Jack” Vest of Dublin, VA, says that his grandfather’s name was Martin Luther 
Thompson. He confirms that Martin Luther was a direct descendant of Andrew Thompson, who 
“came to America from Ireland”. Jack’s parents are John Covington Vest (1877) and Julia Mae 
Thompson (1888). He is certain that Elvira’s last name was Hicks. 


The 1860 census record provides additional confidence that Elisha is the son of Amos, because 
Elisha named one of his sons Amos. 


I conclude that all three records are talking of the same Elisha G. Thompson. Each is married to 
an Elvira (Elmira) of the same age. Each has the right age to fit in with the will order of Amos. 
There are no other Elisha Thompsons in the area at the time. 


There are, however, some unanswered questions about what happened to the children. One can 
understand that young children like Rebecca might die in a ten year span between 1850 and 1860, 
but where was the 15 year old Mitchell in 1850? Additional research is needed, here. 


Anne (Hutsell) 


Anne Thompson was born in 1824 in Wythe. She is still at home, age 26 in 1850. Her marriage 
record says she was 42 when she married in 1866. 


She married Joseph C. Hutseil on 1 Feb 1866 [Bland Marriage Registry, pg 2}. Joseph, b. 1818 in 
Wythe, son of M. & J. A. Hutsell. Anne was his second wife. He was married first to Elizabeth 
Bruce [LDS IGI, batch 7209416-41]. 
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Andrew G. 


The will of Amos makes it clear that there are both an Andrew G. Thompson and a Harvey G. 
Thompson. The 1850 Census lists both Andrew, age 23, who is married to Sarah, and Harvey, 
age 20 (very hard to read). The History of Bland County [Bland History, pg 160] makes it clear that 
Andrew G. was married to Sarah Hicks. Harris does not list an Andrew nor Harvey, but a 
"Garland", who married Sarah Hicks. Parke Bogle cites the Bland County death record of John 
Hoge Thompson as showing that Andrew’s middle name was Garland [Bogle, Letter 23 Aug 1994]. 
This explains Harris’s information. 


Andrew G. was born 1827, in Wythe [Wythe Census 1850}. He married Sarah M. Hicks, the 
daughter of Josiah Hicks of Hicksville, Virginia [Bland History, pg 160, “Kicksville” is a typo]. She was 
born in 1830, according to the 1850 census. This family is also found in the 1860 census as family 
1225.

Harvey G. Thompson was born in 1830, according to the 1850 census. He marries about 1854 
and moves to a tract of land in Burkes Garden next to George and Barbara (Thompson) Snider 
(Thompson, Letter 17 Nov 1994]. (Barbara, the daughter of Andrew Thompson, Jr.)

Know all men by these present that 1, Amos Thompson of Walker Creek in the County of Bland and 
Sate of Virginia (Farmer) being in feeble health and of sound & disposing mind & memory, do make & 
proclaim this my last will & testament hereby revoking all former wills by me at any time heretofore 
made. And as to my worldly estate & all the property Real Personal or mixed of which I shall die seized 
& possessed or to which | shall be entitled at the time of my decease. I devise bequeath and dispose 
thereof in the manner following to wit: 

First, my will is that all my just Debts & funeral expenses out of my personal property be paid. 

Item, I give devise & bequeath to my son Andrew G. Thompson all of my land on which I now live 
being two hundred & fifty five acres, be it the same more or less, with all that pertain thereto with the 
following conditions to wit: First that he in my old age & infirmity, maintains provides for 
& decently supports me and at my death has me decently buried, secondly, that he pays to each of my 
other heirs the following sums, that is, to my sons, James Thompson, Josiah M. Thompson, Joshua B. 
Thompson, David R. Thompson, Francis M. Thompson, John F. Thompson, Elisha G. Thompson, & 
my daughter Ann Hutsel. Eighty five Doilars each & to my Son Harvey G. Thompson Forty Dollars, 
Provided however that the said Andrew G. Thompson shall have five years to pay the above named sums 
of money after my death and the same is io draw no interest. 

And I further appoint my Friend /no name listed] Executor of this my last will and testament, to see 
that the same be carried in effect. 

In testimony whereof I the Said Amos Thompson have subscribed my name and affixed my seal this 
18th day of April. in the year of our Lord One Thousand Eight Hundred and Seventy.

The Amos Thompson will was found under unusual circumstance: I had previously searched on 
two different occasions for the will of Amos, but had no success. Searches of the Bland, Wythe, 
Tazewell, and Giles County probate records had no record of an Amos Thompson. On July 1, 
1992, I decided to look at any probate records in Bland County of anyone who might be in my 
lines. In the index, there was mention of D.F. Thompson on page 373 of Bland County Probate 
Records. When I turned to this in sequence with the other wills I was looking at, I found it to be 
a record of the legal arrangements between D.F. Thompson and his stepdaughter Marietta E. 
Waggoner. My eyes followed all the way to the bottom of the transaction and then to the next 
page to assure there was no more information. To my surprise, Amos Thompson was noted in 
the margins! Inspection showed it to be Amos Thompson's last will and testament! I went back 
to the index and checked again -- Amos Thompson was not listed in the index. But, the will 1s 
there on page 374. I consider this to be a great find!

Chapter 7: Mary (Thompson) Helvey 


Mary Thompson is the fifth child and first daughter of Andrew and Ann Thompson. She was 
born about 1784, based on a comparison of Andrew's probate records with known birth dates of 
siblings (see Chapter 2). This is supported by the 1810 census [Douthat, Wythe Settlers, pg 5], which 
lists the spouse of John Helvey as being aged 26-45; Mary would have been about 26. Like the 
other children, Mary was almost certainly born in the Walker Valley, which at that time would 
have been in Montgomery County boundaries. Mary had passed away by the 1843 settlement of 


her father's estate, since she is referred to in probate records as "Mary Helvey, Deceased" [Wythe 
Will Book #6, pp. 373-376.] 


Mary married John Helvey 21 Jun 1802 in Wythe County, Virginia [Wythe Marriage Registry, 
transcript page 26.] This fits well with the 1810 census, which shows three small children under the 
age of 10. This would make her about 18 at the time of her marriage. Nothing is known about 
the parents of John. He is also listed as 26-45 in the 1810 census, making the range of his birth 
year to be 1765-1784. John died in 1818, according to the probate records of Wythe. This is also 
indicated by the listing of Mary Helvey as head of household in the 1820 census. 


I reconstruct the children of John and Mary this way, based on the 1810 and 1820 censuses and 
probate records for Andrew Thompson: 


Daniel M. Helvey b. 1803/1818 in Wythe 
Mrs. Benjamin Roberts b. 1803/1818 in Wythe 
Mrs. William Waddle b. 1803/1818 in Wythe

There is an apparent conflict between the records, in that there are three males and two females 
listed in the probate records, but only two males and three females in the 1820 census. There 1s 
no obvious explanation. It is possible that the 1820 census is in error about the sex of one child. 
More likely is that the oldest male child has moved away in 1820. In order for this to be true, it 
means that a male child was born in 1803 and moved away at age 17; and that the male child 
listed as 10-16 in 1820 was born in 1810 after the census was taken and is counted as age 10 in 
1820; and that one of the daughters died before having any children, explaining why neither she 
nor her offspring are listed in the 1843 probate records of Andrew. I’m not entirely satisfied with 
either explanation. But one must be true, since the only other explanation of another male born 
after 1820 is highly unlikely due to John’s demise in 1818. 


This uncertainty makes it difficult to narrow down the ages of the children. I have left them all 
with the birth range of 1803 to 1818. 


My searches for Mary and the children of Mary after 1820 show a surprising absence of both 
Mary and all of the children. There are no records of Mary remarrying. It is possible she died 
before 1830, and her children were taken into the homes of relatives. We know she had passed 
away at least by 1843. 


The male children seem to disappear after 1820. There are no Helveys with the name Daniel, 
Andrew, or Abner in Wythe in 1830. The only Helvey in Wythe in 1830 is Paulser Helvey. A 
search of the entire United States in 1850 shows no Daniel, Andrew, or Abner. This is only 7 
years after the 1843 probate records seem to indicate them living. The location of these male 
children between 1820 and 1843 is a real mystery to me. 


There are, on the other hand, a number of William Waddles in Virginia and nearby states in 1850, 
including one in nearby Tazewell county. There are also a number of Benjamin Roberts in 
Virginia in 1850, though none in Wythe or adjacent counties. Since none of the daughters’ names 
are yet known, it would be impossible to select any of these Waddles or Roberts as the correct 
families. 


At this point, further information will have to come from private records.

Chapter 8: Nancy (Thompson) Havens 


Nancy Thompson is the sixth child and second daughter of Andrew and Ann Thompson. Nancy 
was born between 1786 and 1788, based on a comparison of Andrew's probate records with 
known birth dates of siblings (Chapter 2), and the 1850 census, which lists her as 64 in 1850. 
The 1810 census confirms this, listing the spouse of Charles Havens as being 16-26; Nancy 
would have been between 22 and 24. She was born in what was then Montgomery County. 
Nancy was still alive in 1843 for her father's estate settlement. 


Nancy married Charles Havens about 1807, since there are two small children in the home at the 
1810 census. This would make her between 19 and 21 at the time of her marriage. Nothing is 
known about the parents of Charles. Charles is listed as 16-26 in the 1810 census, but we can 
assume he was also 19 or older at the time of his marriage; giving us a birth year range 1784- 
1790. Charles was still living in 1843, as the probate records for Andrew list "Charles Havens 
and Nancy his wife". Indeed, this 1s best proof so far that Nancy was married to Charles Havens. 


The census records of 1810 and 1820 show us the following family structure:

By the 1830 census, Charles and Nancy have moved south and west to McMinn, Tennessee, and 
in the 1840 and 1850 censuses, they are found in Bradiey County, Tennessee, a bordering county 
of McMinn. It is clear that these are the same Charles and Nancy because of the following: 

1. The 1850 census lists their ages as 68 and 64 respectively, and lists both of their birth 
places as Virginia. 

2. The 1810 and 1820 censuses have only two Charles Havens in the entire United States. 
Each of these years, one is in Wythe, VA, and the other in Suffolk, NY. The 1830 census still has 
only two Charles Havens, one is still in Suffolk, NY, and the other is now in McMinn, TN. 
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The 1850 census of Bradley, Tennessee has the following two neighboring families of interest:

The 1850 census 1s important because it confirms that this is the correct Charles Havens. It seems 
clear that Sarah Beavers is a daughter of Charles and Nancy. It appears that Charles C. Havens, 
next door, is also a son. Susan appears to be young Charies’ wife, and apparently Nancy is 
visiting next door as the census-taker comes by. (If not, there are two 64 year-old Nancy Havens 
living right next door to each other.) Beyond this, things are not so clear. Winafred is too old to 
be a child of young Charles C. The three male teenagers living with Charles, seem to be too 
young to be children of Charles and Nancy, but too old to be children of Sarah Beavers. 


Additional research in Bradley County should prove very fruitful on this line. 
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Joseph Thompson is the seventh child of the Andrew and Ann Thompson He was born in 1792 
in Wythe, Virginia, according to his marriage information [Bland Marriage Register, pg 2} His death 
date is unknown, but it is after 1864 when he remarried. He is not found in either the 1850 or 
1860 census. 


Joseph was married to his first wife, ca. 1815; this date calculated based on ages of children listed 
in the censuses. She was younger than he by two to four years, born 1794/1796. Her name was 
possibly Maria, as will shortly be explained. She died after 1840, where she is listed in the census, 
and before 1864 when Joseph remarried. 


Joseph remarried in 1864 to Elizabeth Carr of Giles, Virginia [Ibid.]; daughter of Polly Carr. He 
was 72, she was 36. There are no known children from this marriage.

The sexes and approximate ages of the children are found by comparing the censuses from 1810 
to 1850. It is hard to be absolutely certain about the family. There can be no less than 5 males 
and 3 females. The age ranges fit this quite well, but not perfectly. There are still two children in 
1820 that must be accounted for, either as moved away, or as present in the 1840 census. In 
particular one of the children may be 0 (zero) in 1820 and 20 in 1840. I have not listed either of 
them in the list, above. 


The possible name of Joseph’s first wife, as well as the name of one daughter come from a 
marriage record [Bland Marriage Register, pg 19]. On 28 Jul 1881, Hiram Stinson, a 66 year-old 
widower of Giles County (son of Jacob and Polly Stinson) married Sarah M. Thompson, age 48, a 
widow of Wythe County. Her parents are “Joseph and Maria”. Sarah’s age (b. 1833) is just night 
to be one of Joseph’s children, however, it is not clear whether Thompson is her married or 
maiden name. More research needs to be done, here. 


Other Notes 


There is a Joseph Thompson, aged 70, living with James and Jane (age 23) Conner in the 1860 
census [Douthat, Wythe Census 1860, family 1261]. This is possibly our Joseph, son of Andrew. The 
ages match, and there would have been a daughter of the nght age to marry. 
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Further Research 


1. Find a will for Joseph. He died about 1864/1880, most likely in Bland County. 
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Bryant Thompson, the eighth child of Andrew Thompson, was born in 1797 in Wythe [Wythe 
Census 1850]. The census information says Virginia. He died sometime after 1850, since he was 
still alive for the 1850 census. 

Bryant married Barbara in about 1815, based on the ages of children.

The source for the birth information is the 1850 Census. The four younger children are living at 
home in this census [Wythe Census 1850, pg 680, Family 1623]. Bryant Jr. is living night next door 
[Ibid., pg 680, Family 1624}. Ellenor is detailed on the next page. 


There are probably other children I have not found yet. In particular, there may be one additional 
female child, depending on how you compare the 1830 and 1840 censuses and whom you assume 
is Louisa.

Ellenor Thompson married Jezree] Fannon, 2 May 1839 in Wythe. She and Jezreel are found in 
the 1850 census [Wythe Census 1850, pg 674, family 1583]. Her age in this census is given as 26. This 
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matches the 1830 census which lists her as 5-10 (she would have been 6). This means she was 
15 when married in 1839, a little young, but not unheard of. (Often when they married that 
young, they /ied about it in the marnage records). 


Andrew J. 


Andrew J. Thompson 1s living with the family in the 1850 census [Op. Cit.] and the 1860 census 
[Wythe Census 1860, family 250], however, he does not appear on the 1840 census transcript [Douthat, 
Wythe Settlers, pg 148, family 1623]. His age is 17 in 1850 and 24 in 1860. Andrew married Martha 


Grills on 15 Mar 1860 [Bogle, Letter 23 Aug 1994], and indeed Martha is mentioned in the 1860 
census next to Andrew. 


Louisa 


Louisa Thompson escaped me for years because | always interpreted the name in the 1850 census 
as Sonia. Douthat transcribes the name as Louisa, and it fits perfectly with the marriage record 
for Louisa, daughter of Bryant, to Henry Devor on 26 Jun 1851. 


Louisa and Henry also appear in the 1860 Wythe Census [Wythe Census 1860] (Douthat, has a 


transcription error, listing Louisa as 50 instead of the actual 30 shown in the census records.) 
especially considering the oldest child is 8, perfect timing to match the 1851 marnage.

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Most of the Thompsons in the Wythe area in 1850 and before have clear ties to Andrew 
Thompson. One wonders whether all of the Thompsons after 1830 are descendants of Andrew. 
There are certainly plenty of Thompson children who appear only as tally marks in the earlier 
censuses; who are they? 


This chapter first lists other Thompson families in the immediate area whom I suspect of being 
descendants of Andrew. Simply put, these are Thompsons that interest me; Thompsons I’ve 
puzzled over for years; Thompsons who seem like they ought to be related, but I can't prove it. 
I don't pretend that this list is complete. 


Then, the discussion is expanded to other lines of Thompsons in the nearby area. There are two 
major Thompson lines in neighboring Tazewell county, and a few other Thompson families which 
are not good candidates for descendants of Andrew. These other lines seem not to mix with 
Andrew’s descendants. This leads back to the original supposition that most of the Thompsons in 
the Wythe / Bland area of the 1800’s descend from Andrew Thompson, Sr. 


Harvey Thompson 


I am quite interested in the Harvey who married Matilda Thompson, the daughter of John 
Thompson. As presented in Chapter 5, I suspect Harvey is the son of Francis and Phoebe. If 
Harvey is not the child of Francis and Phoebe, who does he belong to? 


George Thompson 


George Thompson (b. 1812) is a likely relative because one of his children is named Francis. He 
was discussed in Chapter 5 as a likely child of Francis and Phoebe, but this is far from conclusive. 
His age allows him to be a child of Joseph. 


John Thompson and Elizabeth Sprinkle 


John is interesting because his Sept. 1849 marriage [Wythe Marriage Registry] to the widow 
Elizabeth Sprinkle stands out. You'd think he would be easy to place, but I have tried to fit him 
into each of the families and haven't found the right one. Kegley [Kegley, Zion Church, pg. 84] 
suggests he is the son of Francis and Phoebe Thompson, but provides no reasoning for that 
conclusion. John and Elizabeth are found in the 1850 census closest to Josiah Thompson.

Abner Thompson and Nancy 


Abner Thompson and Nancy appear in both the 1840 and the 1850 census. In the 1840 census, 
there is only one female child, age 5-10. In the 1850 census, only the parents are still at home. 
[Douthat, Wythe Settlers, pg 96, family 718] They are relatively distant from the other Thompsons in 
the county.

James Thompson and Abigail 


James Thompson and Abigail are listed in the 1850, 1860 and 1870 Wythe Censuses [Douthat, 
Wythe Settlers, pg 147, family 1597] [Wythe Census 1860, family 844] [Thompson, Letter 16 Oct 1994, cites 
Giles Census 1870]. James and Abigail live on Walker Creek in 1850, then move to the Kimberling 
area in 1860, then move to Staffordsville, Giles in 1870. James was born 1815/1820, and 
Abigail (Abby) in 1820/1827. The records for James and Abby seem to be quite different between 
their 1850 family and 1860/1870 family. The following table compares the family by child age in 
the three different census years.

Baby Susan Thompson 


One day searching the death records of Wythe, I was emotionally touched to see the death record 
of a 6 month old child. Susan Thompson, born Wythe, aged 6 months, died 23 Mar 1855, at 
Walker Creek of fever. James Thompson, her father, reported the death. There are two James 
Thompsons living in the Walker Creek area in that decade: James, the son of Amos who married 
Sarah (Sally) Hearne, and James who married Abby. The age fits into either family. James and 
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Sally purchase land on Walker Creek in 1857. James and Abby are in the 1850 census in the 
Walker Creek (68th) District, but have moved by 1860. Some additional shred of information 1s 
needed. Currently, I haven't added this lonely infant to either family.

Hiram Thompson and family are found in the 1850 Giles Census apparently near Mechanicsburg. 
[Thompson, Letter 17 Nov 1994]. There is a branch of Kimberling Creek just north of Mechanicsburg 
called Hiram Thompson Branch.

Thompsons of the Civil War

seven” Thompsons served, and all were descendant from Andrew. Unfortunately, only 22 were 
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listed, there. (I have not been able to personally verify the names, and I suspect some may be 
misspelled). Identification of some these men follows the table in footnote format. Even so, it is 
difficult to tell where all of these descendants of Andrew belong.

Nearby Thompson Lines 


While Andrew Thompson and his descendants seem to be the only Thompson line in Wythe 
County between 1830 and 1850, one does not have to travel far to find other Thompsons. There 
are two distinct lines in neighboring Tazewell County, and some other unlikely Thompson families 
from other times that don’t seem to be connected to any of the lines. 


At first, I researched these other lines hoping to find some master connection. But the more | 
looked, the more distinct the lines proved to be. Aside from a few marriages between the families 
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in the late 1800’s, there is no connection I can find between the lines. If there is a connection, | 
think it will be found back across the ocean in Ireland. 


It is important to consider these other lines. It helps us see that Andrew’s line is unique. Every 
Thompson in every public record of Wythe and Bland belongs to some Thompson line -- either 
Andrew’s, or one of these, or there could be other lines to add. So essentially, this is my list of 
Thompsons who are not descendants of Andrew. If you embark on research on Andrew’s line, 
you will need to be a little familiar with these lines, too. If you are looking for your Thompson 
roots, and your family is not mentioned in this book, you will want to check out these other lines. 


Descendants of William Thompson ef Tazewell 


William Thompson was born in 1722 in County Down, Ireland, the son of William and Sarah 
(Evans) Thompson from Scotland. He emigrated along with his first wife, Jane Buchanan (b. 
1732) to the Virginia area and settled in Tazewell county. He later married Lydia Graham (b. 
1743). There were twelve children, the first three probably from the first marriage:

Mary (Polly) Thompson 


William first purchased 200 acres between the Rich and Clinch Mountains in 1792. That general 
area later became known as Thompson Valley. He later purchased 1300 acres of land along the 
Maiden Spring Fork of the Clinch river (present day Tazewell) in 1789. He was a commissioner 
of the Peace for Wythe County in 1790. He was Sheriff of Wythe in 1797, and deputized his sons 
James and Andrew. 


That Andrew is not to be confused with our Andrew. That Andrew moved with his family to 
Union County Kentucky in 1811. His children were Poluxna Thompson, Sarafina Thompson, 
Mariah Thompson, Malvina Thompson, Andrew James McCorkle Thompson (b. 14 Feb 1816 in 
Union County, Kentucky), Rebecca Thompson, and Andrew Randolph Thompson. 


William Thompson and his descendants have been extensively researched by Judy B. Anderson 
[Anderson, Virginia Connections]. Her book details over 8,000 descendants of William, and the allied 
Ward families. I have reviewed the book at length, and spoken to the author personally, but can 
find no connection to our Andrew and his descendants. 
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The only exception I know to this is the 24 Dec 1889 marriage of Thomas Benton Thompson (b. 
16 May 1866, Tazewell) to Melissa Adeline Thompson (b. 4 Oct 1868, Bland). Thomas Benton 
was the son of James Benton and Floanna (Crabtree) Thompson. James Benton (b. 7 Sep 1837) 
was the son of George Washington and Mary “Polly” Shannon (Buchanan) Thompson. George 
W. (b. 7 Sep 1837) was the son of (Lawyer) James Thompson and Sally Justice. Melissa Adeline 
Thompson is found in the listing of descendants of Andrew in Appendix B of this book. (As you 
can see, I have an interest in both the William Thompson and Andrew Thompson line, since I am 
a great-grandchild of Thomas Benton and Melissa Adeline (Thompson) Thompson. ) 


The Thompsons who appear in the 1810 and 1820 Wythe censuses, but do not fit into Andrew’s 
family, are possibly descendants of William. 


Anderson cites a paperback about the Thompson Family (published by the Genealogical Research 
Institute in Arlington, Virginia) which states “that the Thompson name was common in 
Dumfriesshire and Roxburgshire, Scotland, and was then carned by the Scotch Presbyterians into 
Ireland, and that many of their descendants brought the name to America.” She then cites 
Andrews who says that the Thompsons probably emigrated to Ireland in the early 1600’s, 
remained for about 100 years, then migrated to America because of religious differences. This 
scenario fits our Andrew’s situation as well, both in timing and apparent religious background. 
Hopefully research of other Thompsons will help extend Andrew’s line back across the ocean. 


Descendants of James Thompson of Agusta County 


James Thompson was born ca. 1750 in Augusta, Virginia, the son of William Thompson Jr. (b. ca. 
1720, Ireland) and Mary Patton (b. 1722), who was the daughter of Colonel James Patton. James 
married Catherine Shelby (b. 26 Feb 1755). Their son, Captain James Patton Thompson (b. 

1782) acquired a great deal of prime land in Burkes Garden of Tazewell, some by inheritance, 
some by legal decree [Pendleton, History of Tazewell, pg 507-509.] Major Archibald Thompson, son of 
the other William (discussed in the previous section) purchased a large tract of land from James 
Patton Thompson in Burkes Garden. 


James Patton Thompson marned Margaret Workman (b. ca. 1788). Their children were Patton 
James Thompson (b. 9 May 1809, Washington, Virginia) and Catherine Shelby Thompson (b. 
1811). Most of the descendants of James Patton & Margaret Thompson lived in Tazewell, 
presumably many in Burkes Garden. [Thompson, Desc. of William Thompson] 


A comparison of this line with the descendants of Andrew Thompson shows no connection, no 
marriages. Nor are there any connections nor marriages to the William Thompson line that I can 
find. | find it fascinating that these lines are so separate, yet so close. In the eastern Tazewell 
district about 1850, there are descendants of Andrew at Clear Fork, descendants of William 
Thompson in Burkes Garden, some 20 miles away, and descendants of James Patton Thompson 
also in Burkes Garden, yet no marriages I have found so far. Perhaps this 1s just coincidence. Yet 
these same families married others from greater distances. There is more to understand, here. 


Samuel Thompson of Wythe 


A deed from 1803 shows a Samuel Thompson, deceased, of Wythe. His wife is Martha, and his 
heirs are Jane (Thompson) Henderson, Elenor Thompson, David Thompson, Moses Thompson, 
and Martha (Thompson) Fleming. I have searched all of the Thompson lines without a 
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connection. I am quite sure this Samuel is not a descendant of William Thompson, nor of James 
Thompson, nor does he fit anywhere in Andrew’s line. 


With the five children in a deed dated 1805, Samuel’s birth would be in 1775 or earlier. This is 
too early to be some unknown grandchild of Andrew. There are no unknown children of 
Andrew. Andrew’s probate specifically deals with deceased heirs by subdividing the inheritance 
among living grandchildren, as is shown by the amounts given to the children of Mary 
(Thompson) Helvey. If this Samuel was a child of Andrew Sr., then his children would have also 
been listed. Samuel does not appear in the 1810 or 1820 Wythe County censuses. 


It appears this is another Thompson line of the time and area. 


John Edward Hoge Thompson of Bland 


John Edward Hoge Thompson was born ca. 1870 in Bland. He went by “Ed”. He had two 
sisters, Nev and Sally. His son Ira Kelly Thompson (b. 1890) married Eliza Agness King (b. 
1897). 


Ed’s grandson, Ira Woodrow Thompson, said their family tradition is that their line of Thompsons 
is different than those others of the area, who would be the descendants of Andrew. I find this 
fascinating for two reasons. First, Ira lives on Walker Creek, less than a mile from where Myrl 
Thompson thinks Andrew’s first land purchase was made, and Jess than three miles Southeast of 
probable sites of other land purchases by Andrew. Second, the name of John Edward Hoge 
Thompson resembles so closely the name of John Hoge Thompson (a known descendant of 
Andrew) that it appears more than coincidental. 


Yet, I cannot find any connection between this line and any of the other Thompson lines 
mentioned. It is possible they are a different line. John Edward Hoge Thompson would have 
been a near contemporary of John Hoge Thompson; perhaps he went by Ed to avoid confusion. 
The name of Hoge does not prove a connection. The name Hoge seems common to many 
families at the time. A prominent doctor of the Point Pleasant area was named William Edward 
Hoge [Bland History, p. 175]. It is said most of the children in the area were delivered by him. 
Perhaps the prevalence of the name ts partly due to respect and friendship for Doctor Hoge. 


Another long-shot possibility -- Edward H. Thompson, son of Albert N. Thompson is 
approximately the right age to be John Edward Hoge Thompson. Edward H. Thompson would 
have been born between 1872 and 1878. But, Albert N. Thompson had no children named Nev 
or Sally. So this connection does not fit, either. 


Conclusions 
The more I study these other lines, the more convinced I am of the singularity of Andrew and his 
descendants in Wythe between 1830 and 1850. For whatever reason, be it location, some social 
status, or custom, Andrew and the other Thompson lines kept their distance from each other. Of 
the Thompsons in Wythe between 1830 and 1850, we have already identified most of them as 
children and grandchildren of Andrew, using other public records. It is likely that most of those 
yet unconnected will also be identified as descendants of Andrew. 
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There are frequent references to [Harris, Notes 1976] in this manuscript. This appendix contains a 
transcript of these notes, and explains all that is known about their creation. 


In 1976, Doris (Thompson) Harmis, searched out relatives of Thompsons seeking genealogical 
information. As a result she compiled outlines of two family groups -- Andrew Thompson and 
Amos Thompson -- and some notes. She apparently was given the information by Mrs. Harriet 
Minnechan, a cousin. Apparently Mrs. Minnechan had Andrew Thompson's will and land deeds, 
as she has established DAR records. 


Tradition has maintained that James Thompson, son of Amos Thompson, is our James F. 
Thompson, father of David Fleming Thompson. This tradition was passed on (or reinforced) 
through a discussion Doris had during this period with "a Bruce". 


When Doris passed away (1978), her notes were passed on to her daughter, Carolyn (Harris) 
Cragun (my mother). A photocopy is in my possession. Doris's notes are mostly in pencil. The 
organization and content of her notes suggest that she used local records, probably at the 
courthouse, as part of her research. It is evident from the order of the children on the family 
group sheets that she added to her information as she went. The source of her original family 
structure is not clear, but it was most likely one of her contacts. 


In general, Doris collected an excellent set of information. Almost all of her information has been 
shown to be true. 


Here is a transcript of her family group records and notes. Carolyn Cragun has diligently 


compared this transcript to her original. I have included everything because I don't know what 
may be important to others.

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The following pages contain a listing of all of the descendants of Andrew Thompson. It is shown in descendancy 
format. Each generation is identified by the number that precedes the name and indentation. A spouse is shown 
with the same indentation and the designation sp, instead of a number. Children are shown below the spouse. 
Each descendant is given an identifying number. 


There may appear to be some discrepancies between the body of this document and the data in this appendix, since 
this is an automated printout of my data base. The computer works well with facts, but it is not good at showing 
supposition. In a document, one can express uncertainty about the order of children, or guess which spouse a child 
belongs to, or surmise whether two individuals are the same person. But in a data base, the computer forces the 
decisions to be specific -- what is the exact order, who is the child's mother, are two people the same or not? So. 
this listing leaves out some questionable children, it assigns every child to a spouse, and sometimes probable 
relationships are treated as fact. Such cases are usually explained in the notes. When there 1s discrepancy on such 
an issue. the body of this document generally represents my most current thoughts on the matter. 


Dates are given with as much completeness as possible. Sometimes a slash is used to show a range for the date 
(e.g. 1825/1830), abt is used to show an approximate date, bef is used to show an event must have happened 
before a certain date, and aff is used to indicated an event must have happened after a certain date. 


Sometimes the designation of is used with an event place. This indicates that the exact place is unknown but the 
person resided for a period at the listed place (e.g. of, Wythe, Virginia.) 


Notes follow most individuals. In general, notes are broken down by subject and source. The subjects covered by 
the source are listed together in italics, then the source itself is listed. This 1s because some sources contain many 
different pieces of information. Frequently used sources are listed by their short reference and. where applicable, 
the specific location within the reference. These sources are listed in their entirety in the bibliography. Additional 
explanatory notes often follow the source citation. Some notes are explanation only, in which case, the subject 1s 
listed in capital letters. 


The number assigned to each descendant is based on a legal numbering: 1, 1.1, 1.1.1, etc. Although the numbers 
get a little long, they have some special properties. First, they follow the order of the listing. If you remember to 
look at the digits which are present from left to mght, you can find any number in order. For example, 1.4.5 
comes before 1.4.5.1 and after 1.3.2.3.1.3. 


Second, the position and value of each digit tell the generation and child order. For example 1.6.5.3 shows the 
first person in the first generation, the sixth child of the second generation, the fifth child in the third generation. 
and the third person in the fourth generation. Or, put another way, 1.6.5.3 shows this 1s the third child of the fifth 
child of the sixth child of the first person. In short, the number shows the entire lineage of the person! 


Third, once you understand the numbering, you can easily find any ancestor of a person by dropping digits. Drop 
the last digit to find the parent, the last two to find the grandparent, and so on. For example, the grandparent of 
1.3.2.3.1.3 is 1.3.2.3. Spouses are not numbered, but you can find the number of the descendant spouse by looking 
at the number of any immediate child and dropping the last digit.
